tle To Be Tested 


caEe SERVICE OFFERED. 


The Federal Government _ Soe 
fers farmers of Crawford county 
an opportunty to have _ their 
cattle tested for Bang’s Disease 
(infectious abortion) without 
cost and, in addition, will pay an 
indemnity upon reactors of $50 
for pure bred males or females 
and $25 for grade females. This 
indemnity is paid the farmers in 
addition to the beef prices of the 
reactor animals. ‘ 
causes abor- 
tions, breeding difficulties, re- 
tained afterbirths and udder dis- 
eases in mature cattle and’ 
pneumonia and scours in calves. 
Occasional cases have been 
found where the Bang’s Disease 
bacteria in milk have caused a 
disease’ in human beings known 
as undulgnt fever. 

Dr. T. S. Rich, United States 
Inspector in charge, State Office 
Building, Lansing, advises that 
his department is willing to ac- 
cept supervision of herds provid- 
ing the owner understands the 
agreement which he must sign. 

The important points of the 
agreement are as follows: 

1. The owner agrees that each 
animal in his herd over six 
months of age may be given 
from one to four tests. 

2. After each. test the owner 
agrees to market for slaughter, 
under Federal‘or State super- 
vision, all heifers over 6 months 
of age and cows and bulls which 
react to the test. 

3. Reacting animals are to be 
kept away from other cattle un- 
til marketed or removed. 

4. Animals being brought into 
herds must come from herds 
definitely known to be free from 
Bang’s Disease. 

5. Non-pregnant animals may 
be purchased from herds not 
known to be free from Bang’s 
Disease if they are tested and 
then placed in quarantine at 
least 60 days before being added 
ta the herd. 

6. Pregnant animals which 
are purchased must pass the test 
and be kept in quarantine after 


calving without being rebred 
for at least 60 days, at which 
time they must pass a second 


test before being added to the 
herd. 

7. Only herd sires free from 
infection are to be used on clean 
herds. 

8. The owner is to continue 
testing his herd until they pass 
three semi-annual or two an- 
nual tests without any reactors 
being found. This will make his 
herd eligible for accreditation as 
a Bang's Disease free herd as 
prescribed by the State of Mich- 
igan. 

Testing in Crawford county 
will be done some time during 
August or early in September. 
Farmers wishing to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity of 
having their herds tested free 
should get in touch with Arthur 
Glidden, County Agricultural 
Agent, or write directly to Dr.

COURTS DELAY TWO 
PUBLICATIONS 
Publication of the Public Acts 
of 1935, as well as the 1935 Mich- 
igan Manual (the “Red Book”), 
has been delayed because of litig- 
ation before the state supreme 
court. 

Preparation of the Public Acts 
has been held up because of the 
filing, by the State’s Barbers’ As- 
sociation, of a petition for a writ 
of mandamus to compel Orville 
E. Atwood. Secretary of State, to 
include a “barber” bill in the 
Public Acts of the 1935 session. 

Completion of the Michigan 
Manual cannot be undertaken 
until incumbency of the office of 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion is determined by the su- 
preme court. When, on July 1, 
Dr. Paul F. Voelker, unsuccess- 
ful candidate to succeed himself 
in this position, retained physical 
possession of the office, Harry S. 
Toy, Attorney General, filed in 
behalf-of Dr. Eugene B. Elliott, a 
petition for a writ of quo war- 
ranto, challenging Dr. Voelker’s 
right to retain office. The su- 
preme court issued a summons of 
quo warranto; on September 4, 
briefs were submitted for the 
principals in litigation, and oral 
arguments were heard. 

The case will be disposed of 
either by dismissal of Toy’s peti- 
tion, or by issuance of judgment 
of ouster for Dr. Voelker. Elliott 
was appointed Superintendent of 
Public Instruction by Gov. Frank 
D. Fitzgerald, after the accident- 
al death, June 22, of Maurice R. 
Keyworth, successful candidate 
to that office at he last April elec- 
tion. Keyworth was scheduled to 
take office July 1. 

Pending settlement of both 
legal actions, all work possible 
on both books has been complet- 
ed by the Department of State.

American. Bankers Associatio 
Describes its Activities to 
Aid Better Understanding - 


NEW YORK. — Bight different 
lines of activity through which the 
American Bankers Association is 
constantly aiming to promote better 
public understanding and opfnion 
{In regurd to banking and the atth 
tude of bankers toward legislation 
are described in detail In a state 
ment made public here by R. 8. 
Hecht, -president of the association 

The aim, he says, is “to strengthen 
the real basis for good opiniog in 
regard to the banks,” through fos 
tering imformative bank advertising 
In the newspapers and in other ways. 
The statement was issued in reply to 
suggestions received urging a na- 
tionwide public educational program 


| in regard to “the business of banking 


and its place in the economf life of 
‘our country.” 

Mr. Hecht declares that “we have 
tried very hard to convince the pub 
He that the banking fraternity has 
truly profited by the lessons of the 
past, is determined to approach all 
questions of banking policy from the 
broad viewpoint of public welfare 
and is prepared to carry its full share 
of the burden in connection with all 
efforts to restore sound prosperity 
in this country.” 


The Means Employed 


In describing the various meas- 
ures of the association “to exert a 
beneficial influence on public opinion 
regarding the functions, methods 
and operations of banks,’’ Mr. Hecht 


shumerated the following activities. 


i, The Public Education Commission, 
which prepares plain language talks 
about banking for use of bankers and 
others before schools, civic clubs and 
over the radio. 

3. The Constructive Customer Rgla 
tions program, Installed in many banks 
to help qualify bank employees to pro- 
mote a better informed and more sym 
pathetic attitude among their custom 
ers regarding banking. 

3. The Pubjicity Department, sup 
plying city and country daily and 
weekly newspapers with articles re- 
garding banking and allied subjects 
and furnishing the general press with 
news and information regarding the 
activities of the association. 

4, The Advertising Department, sup- 
plying members of the association 
with a series of Informative newspa- 
per advertisements setting forth in 
brief, popular language the methods 
and policies under which banks oper- 
ite, their effective practices for pro- 
tecting depositors’ funds, the services 
they render and the varjouy ways in 
which they cooperate with business in 
their own communities in fostering 
sound recovery and progress, 

5. The Executive Officers and the 
Committee on Banktng Studies, whu 
are active, particularly at Washing- 
ton, in consulting with Administration 
and Congressional leaders in formulat- 
ing proposals for banking reform based 
an broad lines of public welfare. 

6. The Agricultural Commission, pro- 
moting among bankers in the farm 
districts the practice of aiding their 
farm customers in installing on their 
farms better financia) and operating 
methods, . 

1, The American Institute of Bank- 
ing, having primarily to do with the 
technical education of the younger 
banker, but now directing these efforts 
toward also playing a part In tmprov- 
ing public relations for banking- as a 
whole, particularly through stressing 
the public responsibilities and the eth- 
ical aspects of practical banking. 

8. The publication of Banking,” the 
official organ of the association, cir- 
culating among bankers, bank direc- 
tors, husiness executives. economists, 
law firms. government departments, 
libraries, college, public schools and 
other publications, presenting articles 
regarding ha-jiing and banking view- 
points 


The Objective Sought 

In commenting on the foregoing 
program, Mr, Herht says that it is 
not “the primary objective to attract 
attention particularly to the Ameri 
can Bankers Association as such 
but rather to focus attention on anc 
give impctus to those ideas whicl, 
it believes are beneficial in promot 
ing understanding and_ solidarity 
errong banking. business and the 
public.” He adds: 

“Our program for the development 
of satisfactory public relations for 
banking does uot consist merely of 
newspaper publicity. It is calculated 
to produce a continuous aud cumu- 
tntive effect by varied efforts which 
are aimed to wark day in aud day 
out to strengthen the real basis for 
good opinion in regard to the banks 

“To have favorable things said 
about the banking business in th: 
newspapers and over the radio is 
the association recognizes, ver; 
helpful toward creating a sound pub 
Ue opinion regarding banking. Bn' 
the association believes that the 
most important thing ultimately is 
to foster throughout the banking 
profession the doing sincerely of 
those things that reflect favorably 


the sound, helpful practiies of the. 


business of banking. and that then 
the true news of Its constuctive 
urtivities will constitute the best 
answers to attacks and misrepre- 
sentations of banks and bankers.”

or Jacksnipe, rails and woodcock, 
recommends certain regulations. 

Therefore, the Conservation 
Commission, by authority of Act 
23U, P. A. 1925, hereby orders 
that regulations on migratury 
game birds as provided by Act! 
286, P. A. 1929, as amended, shall 
be abridged to permit the hunt- 
ing of waterfowl (excepting rud-|} 
dy duck and bufflehead) Wilson’s 
snipe or Jacksnipe and cvot dur- 
ing the season of 1934 only from 
October 21 to November 19, in- 
clusive, excepting that it shall be 
unlawftl to hunt waterfowl, coot, 
Wilson’s snipe or Jacksnipe be- 
fore 7 a. m. or after 4 p. m., and 
woodcock and rails excepting 
coot before 7 a. m. or after sun- 
set, Eastern Siandard Time: to 
prohibit the taking of ruddy 
duck, bufflehead, Ross's Geese, 
and provide daily bag and pos- 
session limits as fotlowsg: Ducks, 
(except ruddy duck and buffle- 
head ,;—-10 in the aggregate of all 
kinds, and any person at any one 
time may possess not more than 
lu ducks in the aggregate of all 
kinds; and not more than 4 geese 
and brant combined may be tak- 
en in one day or had in posses- 
sion at one time. 

To permit the hunting of rails, 
only from October 1 to Novem- 
ber 19, inclusive, in the Upper 
Peninsula. and from October 15 
to November 19, inclusive, in the 
Lower Peninsula: and providing 
daily bag limits of not more than
